THERE Is much talk and advertise- 
ment of the fact that our Nation is 
enjoying prosperous times and that 
they will continue. Figures on em- 
ployment, population expansion, 
earnings, and prices, occupy many 
economists and statisticians. These 
figures are of interest to people 
senerally, and to the government 
specifically. As the dental profes- 
sion is relatively small, there have 
been few studies or opinions ex- 
pressed as to the influence of these 
economic changes on dentistry and 
dental incomes. 

First, we must consider the im- 
pact of the population increase on

our economy and it’s possible ef- 
fect on dentistry. Population fore- 
casters see a climb to 179 million 
people by 1960, almost 11 million 
more than today. By 1975, it is 
estimated that the country will 
have grown to 220 million. Many 
significant predictions may be as- 
sociated with these figures. First, 
the obvious increase in potential 
dental patients. Second, this in- 
crease of patients will outpace the 
rate of dental graduates. We will 
have approximately six thousand 
new graduates to help take care of 
an additional 13 million potential 
new patients in the next four years. 
This tremendous growth of popu- 
lation has had vast influence on the 
housing market, the food market, 
sales of recreation aids, and house 
furnishings. It has certainly had a 
favorable effect on the medical and 
dental professions. Actually, a good 
percentage of the peeple do not re- 
ceive regular dental care, and a 
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few, none at all. Health insurance 
plans, organized in the last few 
years have found wide acceptance 
among the people, and rightly so, 
for they enlarge the scope of medi- 
cal care. It is a rare person who is 
not covered by some sort of medical 
protection through his union, corp- 
oration, or individual effort; and 
this has swelled the income of phy- 
sicians and hospitals. On the other 
hand, it is a rare person who has 
any type of dental health plan. The 
patient increase could very well be 
25 to 50 per cent if a workable den- 
tal insurance plan was made avail- 
able to the public on a prepaid 
basis, as most medical plans are. 
There are far reaching results to be 
considered before endorsing such 
a plan, but there is no doubt that 
it would benefit many of those in 
the fringe groups whose incomes 
or prior wants exclude them from 
adequate dental care. 

Regardless of any dental health 
insurance plans which may ma- 
terialize in the future, the increas- 
ing population will mean more pa- 
tients and a change in the type of 
patient. I speak now of the retired 
person, the OASI pensioner, and 
all of those who are simply living 
longer than they did fifty years 
ago. Young persons and the aged 
are making up a larger percentage 
of our population every day. Our 
elderly citizens need dental care to 
a greater degree than almost any 
other age group, but often are not 
able to afford proper treatments. 
However, they must be taken care 
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of; fees and services must be 
brought within the reach of this 
growing segment of the population. 
Geriatrics is becoming increasingly 
important in medical practice, and 
there is no question that dentistry 
for the older person will assume 
the same proportions. 

As significant as the population 
increase, is the growth in produc- 
tivity and income in this country. 
It would soon be an intolerable 
situation if we had a rising popu- 
lation, and a lowering or static in- 
come and production. We must 
increase our output faster than our 
population in order to maintain 
our standard of living. As our pro- 
ductivity increases at about three 
per cent a year, there can be sig- 
nificant changes in 10 years. 


Extra Cash Goes For Luxuries 

The average cash income per 
family, after taxes, rose from 
$4800 in 1950 to an estimated 
$9400 in 1956 and will probably 
increase to $6000 by 1960. By 
then, there will be 20 million fam- 
ilies with incomes, after taxes, of 
$5000 or more; that is, 314 million 
more than today. When a famil; 
makes more money than is re- 
quired for food, housing, and other 
essentials, they have money to 
spend at their discretion. They will 
spend it on what they want, what 
they see their neighbors have, even 
what they see advertised most fre- 
quently. It is true that some people 
will save their extra income; but 
the trend is to have the good life 
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and get the things you want. If you 
doubt this for a moment, look 
around you. The cars on the streets 
are late models, fancy, and expen- 
sive. People buy better clothes than 
they ever have. They buy more ex- 
pensive types of food. They are 
buying more boats and outboard 
motors than optimists dreamed 
possible a few short years ago. Yes, 
people spend money, and more 
people are getting more money to 
spend all the time. 

Increased income generally means 
that personal services take on im- 
portance. Few people driving out 
to their modern three-bedroom 
home in the suburbs in their new 
car would think of having their 
upper central incisors missing. 
Medical, and, to a lesser degree, 
dental care, have been upgraded. 
People want to have esthetically 
pleasing mouths for their newly 
acquired affluence. When people 
move up the scale economically, 
they purchase more and _ better 
services. This can apply also to 
dentistry. We benefit by this in- 
crease in income, and awareness of 
the importance of an_ attractive 
smile. 

But now, just a few discordant 
notes! That extra income, which 
our prosperous family has to 
spend, is vied for by a hundred 
different sources. What will it be— 
a new camera, a new television set, 
a vacation in the mountains, a new 
car this year instead of next, an 
automatic dryer, or dishwasher, or 
will it be better and more frequent 
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dental care? The regrettable fact is 
that too often these luxuries take 
precedence. It is not an exaggera- 
tion to say that there are many 
families with two automobiles who 
rarely get around to the dentist, 
and then it is with reluctance and 
misgiving over the fee. People are 
not educated regarding their dental 
needs. They will spend thousands 
of dollars on items, which can be 
considered in the luxury class, and 
hardly give their dental health a 
second thought. 

Medical education for the gen- 
eral public is years ahead of dental 
education. People must be told, 
shown, and made to have a desire 
for a service, a gadget, an automo- 
bile, or an operation before they 
will demand it. The emphasis 
placed on early examination for 
cancer and tuberculosis, poliomye- 
litis research, heart problems, and 
the many others, has made people 
conscious. of medicine and what it 
can mean to them. They want good 
medical care, and they will pay for 
it. The health and hospital plans 
are concrete evidence of this. When 
we compete with industry and all 
the other services that are offered 
to our man with the extra money 
to spend, we have a hard row to 
hoe. He is urged on all sides by 
billboard, radio, television, and 
newspapers to buy this and that. 
Where is he told about his dental 
health? The lack of dental educa- 
tion and the misunderstanding of 
common dental ailments is appall- 
ing among otherwise fairly well- 
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informed people. Those of the pro- 
fession who educate their patients 
are to be congratulated and 
thanked, for they bring the mess- 
age to the patient in a direct and 
personal way. 

People need dental care, often 
more than they need the gadgets 
with which they surround them- 
selves; but the message must be 
presented to them so that they 
want it. With all the increase in 
population and income, if we, as a 
profession which can provide a 
useful and valuable service, remain 
static in our efforts to show the 
need for good dentistry, then we 
have failed our patients, our future 
patients, and ourselves. 

In 1956, people will have spent 
a little over 10 billion dollars for 
medical care. In the same time they 
will have spent over 11 billion for 
recreation. Medical care spending 
has kept pace with most of the rest 
of the economy. People will con- 
tinue to spend more on medical 
care, which includes dentistry, as 
their incomes rise. By 1960 this 
spending should be around 1214 
to 13 billion dollars. 

In October OrAL HYGIENE, it 
was noted that physicians took 28 
cents out of every dollar spent on 
medical care, hospitals took 27 
cents, and dentists took 9 cents. Of 
the total 10 billion therefore, the 
dentist collected about 1 billion. 
Since there are about ninety thou- 
sand active dentists in the country, 


the billion divided equally would 
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equal $11,000 each. Of course, this 
is merely theory, as many will 
make more, and many will make 
less than, this figure. However, 
there is no theory involved when 
we get only 9 per cent of the total 
medical expense dollar. If medical 
spending reaches the 13 billion 
mark, and the number of dentists 
remains constant as it is most like- 


‘ly to do, the theoretical income 


would be $14,000 dollars each. 
This is a pleasing prospect; but 
even so, dentists are still a long 
way down the ladder from the eco- 
nomic point of view. 

With the new techniques avail- 
able to the profession, and with an 
effective education program, we 
should be able to increase our pa- 
tient load, therefore our incomes. 
The factor of increasing fees has 
not been considered, as this would 
tend to obscure the points being 
made. If we can show people that 
they need more and better den- 
tistry, they will spend more; and 
we will make more profit without 
having to increase fees. The eco- 
nomic plum is a tempting one, and 
if we pass it up we are ignoring a 
changing pattern in the spending 
habits of our fellow man. We will 
be guilty of neglecting our profes- 
sional duty to educate our citizens 
to better health, and we will find 
mediocre financial rewards in an 
economy that is constantly advanc- 
ing.

FREE DENTAL repairs in dental 
practice constitute a compromise, 
and mark the borderline between a 
limited “free servicing” that goes 
with the purchase of a mechanical 
gadget in the commercial world, 
and the ethical violation—pnot to 
mention the physical impossibility 
—of placing a time limit on one’s 
state of health once a cure has been 
effected. 

Where free dental repairs are 
still being practiced—and this 
means almost everywhere—to that 
extent is the profession being iden- 
tified with the world of commerce. 
Time was when the dentist’s office 
carried street signs with the leg- 
end: “All Dental Work Guaranteed 
for Twenty Years.” However, as 
the profession progressed in sci- 
ence and art, it also progressed in 
ethics. Today, such signs are as 
rare as the cigar store Indian, and 
are presumed dead. Actually, what

the profession did was to remove 
the unspeakable, outdoor sign; 
however, inside the office, guaran- 
tees and promises still flourish, 
with this minor, telltale difference: 
the infamous “twenty-year-guaran- 
tee,” as if shrinking in shame, 
came down to one year; later on, 
to six months; and, still later, to a 
mere three months. Also, instead 
of leaving it to the outdoor sign to 
tell the world brazenly, the dentist 
himself now does the telling in the 
privacy of his office. 

While the change from a shout 
to a whisper is generally accepted 
as indicative of progress, will some 
one be good enough to point out to 
me the difference, in principle, be- 
tween the “twenty-year-guarantee” 
and its shorter-lived variety ? 

What is the meaning of “guaran- 
tee”? Implicit in a guarantee, re- 
gardless of its time limit, is an a 
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priori admission of guilt, a blind 
acceptance of responsibility for 
anything and everything that might 
arise from any contingency or un- 
toward development hidden in the 
unpredictable days ahead. It is a 
blank check with the humiliating 
signature: Mea Culpa. It admits to 
defective workmanship on the one 
hand, and absolves the patient of 
contributing negligence on the 
other. In strict logic, and elemen- 
tary fairness, in order to lend va- 
lidity to this so-called “guarantee,” 
one would have to hire some sort 
of detective or overseer to shadow 
the patient day and night to make 
sure he or she does not abuse the 
limited capabilities of a given pros- 
thesis. 

Now, quite apart from the limita- 
tions inherent in all mechanical ap- 
pliances, should we, a health pro- 
fession, ignore the special condi- 
tions under which we are com- 
pelled to give our treatments, and 
still go along with the commercial 
world by offering “servicing”? 

What are these special condi- 
tions in our particular field? Our 
workshop is not a bench in the 
basement, or kitchen; it is not an 
instrument panel in a laboratory, 
or factory—our “shop” is the hu- 
man mouth, a cramped place, over- 
run with millions of microorgan- 
isms, exposed to the temptations of 
vanity and diet, and subject to the 
frailties and vagaries of the pa- 
tient’s health. In other words, en- 
tirely unlike the gadgeteer, we deal 
with blood, nerves, and age. 
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Incidentally, I might ask, what 
physician, in his right mind, would 
think of assuring a patient after 
having cured him of, say, bron- 
chitis, that for the next year, six 
months, or three months, he wil 
not suffer another attack? 

Most patients take carefree lil)- 
erties with their dental restori- 
tions, as, for example, trying to 
break a prune pit on a porcelain 
jacket. No doubt, such a patient 
will come into the office ruefully 
swearing that it all happened while 
chewing on a soft roll, hinting that 
the crack-up was our fault, and 
therefore we should proceed apolo- 
getically with a free repair. 

The cutting from our former 
one-year guarantee to our present 
three months, marks some sort of 
progress; but, only in degree, and 
not at all in kind. Basically, even 
this short guarantee carries all the 
cheap allurements, and the unethi- 
cal “come hither,” the same as the 
one-year prototype of older vint- 
age. It is a bribe of degrading ap- 
peasement we throw, not to the den- 
tal patient, but to the shopper for 
dental wares. However, let it keep 
shrinking from three months to 
one; then, perhaps to nothing. As 
one means to that happy ending, let 
us make clear to every patient that 
we are not selling merchandise; we 
are trying to cure dental disease, 
and correct dental defects within 
human limits.

THE SUCCESSFUL career planning 
of a family dentist in an established 
community of any size is dependent 
upon the dentist-patient relation- 
ship. But a long range career in 
the same community requires a 
planned dentist-pedodontic-patient

relationship. An understanding of 
child behavior in a dentist’s office 
is a vital factor. 

Since many articles and books 
have been written on the subject of 
pedodontics, this article will deal 
only with one method of applying 
child behavior findings for each 
patient regarding subsequent ap- 
pointment time, consultation time, 
and last minute preparation time. 

Method: The following method 
is uséd. An ideal patient is one who 
willingly sits in the chair by him- 
self, follows directions given, does 
a minimum of talking, does not ask 
for his mother, and does not cry 
before dental procedure begins. 
These patients are given four plusses, 
+++t+., which are duly marked 
and dated on their charts. All other 
types of patients are given four 
minuses, —- —- — —, at the begin- 
ning of their first appointment on- 
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Grading the behavior of young 
patients has many advantages 


for the dentist. 


ly. Subsequent appointment time 
behaviors are recorded by chang- 
ing one or more of the minus signs 
_ to a plus mark by the addition of 
a vertical line through the minus 
signs. These grades are usually re- 
corded on the same line as the den- 
tal procedure entry on the chart. 
If there are a series of appoint- 
ments, the grade is entered on the 
first visit entry line. 

A child’s growth pattern is often 
such that his increase in size does 
not correspond with his develop- 
ment or progress toward maturity. 
Here is where dental management 
and the development of the child 
go hand in hand. Each child is re- 
called every six months for a check- 
up. A child whose chart had a four 
plus needs little advance prepara- 
tion, such as hiding the syringe 
needle and medicament bottles. A 
child who had a four minus re- 
quires advance preparation, such 
as laying out all necessary instru- 
ments and covering them, and clos- 
ing all doors to the reception room 
so that the crying does not frighten 
other patients. 

Promotions and Demotions: A 
new grade is issued and entered at 
each six months’ examination in- 
terval to compensate and adjust 
for the change in the behavior pat- 
tern of the child. For example, even 
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an ideal four plus grade, 3-year- 
old patient can turn into a chatter- 
box at four to five years of age and 
take up chair time. If he was re- 
assigned a three plus grade and 
happened to need a visit the follow- 
ing month, an estimate of chair 
time and preparation can now be 
made. Also, a crying frightened 
child at 3 years can turn into a 
sweet gregarious girl when she 
reaches five to six years of age, and 
should be duly recorded with four 
pluses. Subsequent appointment 
times given will now be shorter be- 
cause of the predicted lessening of 
chair time. 

For the best results, the parent 
and child should not be aware of 
the grading system. Since the den- 
tist or his assistant invariably re- 
members why a patient received a 
minus mark, the reasons for such 
a grade are not recorded. A look 
at the patients’ charts is all that is 
necessary to estimate the amount 
of preparatory work for the day. 

No attempt should be made to 
use another dentist’s grading proce- 
dure, as the grades given largely 
reflect the behavior relationship of 
the child in one particular dental 
office with one dentist. No attempt 
should be made to apply the child’s 
grade to any situation except the 
dental visit time. 

Special Guides: The standards 
by which a pedodontic behavior 
grade is given should be based up- 
on the dentist’s clinical experience 
with his own patients. If a dentist 
sets up his own findings and fits 
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them into his practice in relation to 
his own ability, personality, and 
professional maturity, the method 
of assigning a range of grades 
from four minuses to four pluses 
becomes easy and accurate, so long 
as it is understood that this proce- 
dure is based upon the relationship 
between dentist and child in regard 
to dental office environment and 
treatments only. 

Aside from an understanding of 
child behavior patterns in each age 
group, as presented in any num- 
ber of established texts, there must 
be another set of guides, which a 
dentist should use to help qualify 
any set rules so he can judge each 
child’s behavior as an individu- 
alized case. A review of some es- 
tablished situations in my own of- 
fice is presented here. Any dentist 
can easily set up a similar guide 
and add a good deal more. 

(a) When I can handle a child, 
I also gain the confidence of the 
parents, so they will need no extra 
chair time for reassurance when 
they become my patients. 

(b) Most 13-year-olds who have 
been under the sole care of a pedo- 
donist are the most difficult to re- 
adjust to my dental procedure, and 
more chair time is given them on 
their first appointment. They make 
excellent patients. 

(c) A pedodontic patient whose 
best friend had a difficult extrac- 
tion either under local or general 
anesthesia is the most frightened. 
He requires preoperative planning 
on the first appointment. - 
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(d) There is no correlation be- 
tween family income and pedodon- 
tic patient behavior. Usually there 
is no wasted time if the child is not 
spoiled by material wealth, such as 
too many toys, sweets, or clothes. 

(e) The children of strict parents 
are good patients when the dentist 
is kind by contrast with the par- 
ents. The appointment time is often 
adequate. 

(f{) Children from homes where 
extremely modern psychologicchild- 
care is practiced take up the most 
chair time by talking more, taking 
liberty to expectorate more often 
into the cuspidor, and requesting 
the dentist to stop again so the 
child can ask another question. 

(g) When two or three children 
in a family have an appointment 
together, less time is used if the 
oldest child is treated first. 

(h) When a mother enters the 
treatment room hand in hand with 
the child, more time is used than 
that allotted. 

(i) The best patients with the 
best restorations are the ones whose 
mothers leave the office, with the 
child’s knowledge, to go shopping 
while the patient is in the chair. 
The chair time and allotted appoint- 
ment time are usually equal. 

Summary: This method of grad- 
ing pedodontic patients has the fol- 
lowing advantages:

“On, IT’s too hot and stuffy in the 
dentist’s office now! I’m going to 
wait until it’s cooler!” There was 
a time when that was a common 
comment of people needing dental 
services. To the dentist it was not 
surprising that people stayed out 
of his office during the hot, swelter- 
ing months. He himself was ad- 
versely affected by the extreme 
heat, and often felt like flying to 
some cooler spot. If his operating 
room was served by a cooling ap- 
paratus of a sort, it still did not 
lure prospective patients into his 
uncomfortable reception room. All 
this need be so no longer... 
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With air conditioning steadily 
improving, there is no need for a 
dental office to be without some 
type of equipment that will elim- 
inate forever atmosphere that only 
serves to put a veritable blanket on 
potential business. In a comfort- 
ably air-conditioned reception room 
people usually will not mind if they 
have to wait, particularly when 
there are other places where the 
heat is oppressive. Moreover, and 
this is a vital point, in a cool recep- 
tion room patients will not lose 
their tempers and patience; when 
it is their turn to sit in the dentist’s 
chair they will be-in a far better 
mood and disposition, enabling the 
dentist to perform his services with 
more efficiency and ease. 
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With equipment assuring year- 
round comfort the dental of- 
fice becomes a magnet for 


prospective patients. 


With proper air conditioning the 
dentist can not only maintain a 
more uniform temperature in his 
offices throughout the year, but he 
can continue in daily routine more 
uniformly, making it unnecessary 
to interrupt his practice because of 
lack of patients or of personal dis- 
inclination. 

Another important function of 
air conditioning is that it can prove 
to be good, profitable advertising 
for the dentist. Patients will talk, 
and when the good word spreads 
about, it will serve to blow addi- 
tional patronage his way. 

When the dentist contemplates 
installing air-conditioning equip- 
ment, whether for part or all of his 
offices, it is wise to consult a com- 
petent air-conditioning dealer for 
advice, so as to obtain the most 
appropriate installation. Problems 
vary with every installation. Eff- 
cient air-conditioning service de- 
pends on a thorough knowledge of 
the properties of air and how these 
can be adapted to bring about the 
sought for results, entailing an ex- 
tensive application of experience, 
judgment, and data, to the specific 
installation under consideration. It 
can not be stressed too strongly, 
correct analysis of the installation 
is a foremost requisite for satisfac- 
tory results. 
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Since the matter of outlay is an 
influencing factor, and the dentist 
is puzzled frequently as to just 
what type of air-conditioning equip- 
ment to choose for his particular 
purposes, it may be stated that op- 
erating costs usually are lower with 
a central system than with less efh- 
cient room units. Two %4 h.p. win- 
dow units will use as much current 
as a 2 h.p. central system which 
gives 50 per cent more cooling. 
Finally, central system equipment 
will last longer—fifteen to twenty 
years; whereas room units gener- 
ally will give eight to ten years 
service. A central system, more- 
over, air-conditions more evenly 
and more thoroughly, and of 
course a greater area. 

Central conditioning equipment 
offers an indirect system of air 
conditioning, heating, and venti- 
lating by which air is treated at a 
central location, and delivered to 
and from the area served by ducts. 
In multi-room installations, areas 
are normally divided into zones, 
each served by separate ducts. As 
preferred, outside air can be added. 
A central system affords more ex- 
tended conditioning. 

To permit a more thorough job 
of refrigerating and conditioning 
air, the central plant system should 
include an air-cooling, dehumidify- 
ing, and circulating unit; a refrig- 
eration unit; and an evaporative 
condenser or cooling tower unit to 
cool the refrigerant without waste 
of water. There was a time when 
these various units were installed 
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individually. Now they are pro- 
curable and installable all in one 
unit, thus simplifying and expedit- 
ing this work. 

Then, too, these more advanced 
systems, incorporating compressor, 
conditioner and condenser, afford 
the dentists great savings in instal- 
lation costs since the units are com- 
pletely equipped, wired, piped, 
ready to hook up and operate. 
There is absolutely no need of 
building alterations, plumbing, or 
extra wiring for a roof tower. Nor- 
mally, their installation should oc- 
casion no interruption of the den- 
tist’s practice. 

To install a more improved cen- 
tral unit of this type only three 
simple connections are entailed: to 
the electrical system, to the duct 
system, and to the water supply 
and drain. Costly water disposal 
problems are a thing of the past. 
An evaporative condenser reduces 
water consumption as much as 95 
per cent. Such a system has every 
necessary automatic control device 
to insure safe, trouble-free per- 
formance. In buildings where there 
are small entrances, sections can 
be brought in separately, and then 
combined. 

Complete central systems of this 
type are usually obtainable in vari- 
ous sizes from three to forty tons. 
The largest size requires only 63 
square feet of floor space. They are 
available in models designed for 
duct systems, also in chilled water 
types for use with unit air condi- 
tioners, and with cooling coils. 
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Matching the system to one’s par- 
ticular requirements may be under- 
taken by an architect, engineer, or 
contractor. 

Modern room air conditioners 
require no special wiring and have 
only a slight projection beyond the 
wall. Expensive cable installation 
and a bulky overhang are now out- 
moded. (Sometimes a_ building 
code prohibits the overhang of a 
cumbersome unit.) Units are now 
available that operate on the regu- 
lar 115-volt house circuit, and may 
be plugged directly into the wall. 
These draw no more power than a 
toaster or iron. Narrow units that 
average seventeen inches in depth 
may be installed so there is only a 
slight projection. Many of the units 
may be installed in upper or lower 
sash of a double-hung window, 
casement window, or through the 
wall. Other units, designed for 
casement windows, have extra 
cooling capacity added. Some units 
rest on the floor instead of in the 
window. Charcoal filters and elec- 
tronic air cleaners are the new fea- 
tures of some models. Built-in 
timers that permit the pre-setting 
of a unit so that it will operate 
only when a room is in use, are 
also available on some of the latest 
models. 

Obtainable also are units that 
heat or cool, depending on outside 
temperature, thereby assuring year- 
round comfort. Units incorporating 
illuminated control panels are to be 
had; also powerful room air con- 
ditioners that cool from two to five 
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rooms. Push-button controls, and 
a front accessory panel which cov- 
ers the unit when not in use, are 
features on some of these models. 

As for service and maintenance 
costs, a good air conditioner should 
need few repairs. Some systems 
may require few, if any, for at 
least five years. Some systems may 
need spring and fall switchover, or 
changing from cooling to heating. 
In the older systems there is the 
added cost of changing the duct 
work, made necessary with the 
change of seasons. The combina- 
tion heating and cooling units with 
radial duct distribution circulate 
warm or cool air to all rooms, and 
may be purchased with either man- 
ual or automatic change-over from 
cooling to heating. There are also 
heating plants which can be in- 
stalled complete, which include just 
the exterior casing of the cooling 
plant. In such procedure, the in- 
staller will arrange the duct work 
to take care of both heating and 
cooling at little extra cost at the 
time of installation, and save the 
cost of changing the duct work 
later. When it is desired to cool the 
atmosphere, the dealer or contrac- 
tor need simply install the air con- 
ditioning system in the casing al- 
ready provided. 

Sources of most service costs are 
(1) filters and (2) cooling tower 
cleanout. Filters usually can be 
cleaned out by a handyman, and 
new ones cost about $2 each. Even 
a cooling tower can be drained in 
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fall, and filled in spring by most 
dentists, thereby saving a $5 to $10 
service call each time. On the aver- 
age, the service may run $10 to $25 
a season. Most dealers are ready to 
offer an annual service contract if 
such an agreement is sought. 

Window units, permitting indi- 
vidual occupants to select their own 
temperature, can be decided on one 
day and be in operation the next. 
They usually can be completely in- 
stalled in two hours. They are the 
cheapest and simplest units. Rela- 
tively low-priced, they are entirely 
factory-assembled. They have their 
disadvantages also, because of the 
size of the window and other con- 
ditions. Sometimes they are too 
small, or situated so that they can 
not perform effectively. It is usu- 
ally impossible to locate a window 
conditioner in a position that will 
keep all parts of an area comfort- 
able. High-velocity fans in window 
coolers are helpful. They force cool 
air considerable distances. Adjust- 
able louvers help to direct the air 
stream as desired, and yet a room 
may be so drafty that it is not com- 
fortable; while adjacent rooms are 
relatively warm and devoid of air 
conditioning, so that they are not 
comfortable either. Carpenter labor 
for window cooler installation may 
run from $25 to $50. There is no 
extra cost unless extra wire is nec- 
essary. '

Be Played 


eel. with Dentures?

GREAT INTEREST among members 
of our profession was aroused this 
past year by Doctor Howard E. 
Kessler, of Cleveland, Ohio. He 
probed into the problem of playing 
brass instruments with full den- 
tures. The existing confusion rela- 
tive to this subject demands clari- 
fication. 

I have practiced general den- 
tistry for over twenty-five years. I 
have played trumpet for over forty 
years. Though I do not now play 
professionally, I once did, and still 
play for my own amusement. Since 
we have this problem, and my 
background being what it is, I feel 
qualified to help clarify the situa- 





tion, with a view to helping mu- 
sicians and dentists. 

A brass instrument player with 
dentures can continue his career. 
He is able to meet the require- 
ments of small musical groups 
(four to six instruments) where 
volume, accuracy, and extremely 
high notes are unessential. He can 
also play “second and third chair” 
in an orchestra. He will have to 
content himself with considerably 
less than his former ability, if he 
had true ability in the first place. 
If he thinks he can fulfill the re- 
quirements of really fine playing, 
such as are required in our better 
orchestras, either symphonic or 
jazz, he is deceiving himself. And 
his self-deception gives proof that 
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The person who wears den- 
tures can continue his career, 
but in a capacity limited by the 
principles of physics involved 
in maintaining a denture in po- 


sition. 


he is not familiar with the require- 
ments. 

Doctor Kessler is not a profes- 
sional musician. He is true to him- 
self in recognizing that he does not 
have the answers to the problem. 
His friend, Alois Hruby, of the 
Cleveland Symphony, admits he 
has never, in thirty-eight years of 
professional playing, seen a brass 
instrument player who overcame 
the conditions imposed by den- 
tures. And since Mr. Hruby speaks 
with the authority gleaned from 
years of working with one of our 
better orchestras, he therefore 
knows whereof he speaks. My own 
conclusions in the matter agree en- 
tirely with his. I will now show 
why it has never been done. 

Let us study the retention of full 
dentures. We take pains to obtain 
a good muscle-trimmed impression 
from which a well-fitting denture 
can be made. This denture should 
exclude all air from between itself 
and the tissues bearing it, or it is a 
failure. If it fits as it should, it will 
create a vacuum or partial vacuum 
over or under the denture, which- 
ever the case may be; that is, an 
upper or lower. We also have the 
benefit of adhesion between two 
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well-fitting and moist surfaces. Suc- 
tion and adhesion will hold the 
denture in place, but it is mostly 
suction. 

However, suction is a negative 
force. It results when atmospheric 
pressures are removed, just as 
darkness results when light is re- 
moved. No one can create a ray of 
darkness. No one can produce suc- 
tion directly. We remove atmos- 
pheric pressure and suction results. 
As we all know, atmospheric pres- 
sure is 14.7 pounds to the square 
inch at sea level, or that pressure 
which will support a column of 
mercury 760 millimeters high. 

Since atmospheric pressure is 
constant in our surroundings, a 
pressure greater than one atmos- 
phere is required to play any wind 
instrument. The muscles of our 
diaphragm exert themselves to 
build up this pressure. We then 
allow that resulting air within our 
lungs to eseape slowly through 
whatever instrument we play. If a 
reed instrument, the column of air 
vibrates the reed to produce sound. 
If a brass instrument, our upper lip 
vibrates, and the higher the note 
played, the faster must i vibrate. 

I have measured such pressures 
as are built up within us while 
playing trumpet. I can cause a 
gauge to show three pounds of 
pressure while not playing. While 
playing we need much less than 
this, but sometimes we will use 
nearly a pound of pressure. This is 
above the one atmosphere present 
at all times, 
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This added pressure is required 
to play high notes, or any music 
with gusto and volume. This same 
amount of pressure is all that is 
needed to raise the posterior palate 
and break the seal of our denture. 
This is what happens when a per- 
son wearing dentures sneezes. The 
denture is sometimes blamed for 
this trouble, because the owner 
does not know the physics involved. 

Since there is no bone underly- 
ing our postpalate, it will conse- 
quently rise under pressure. We 
then have equalized the pressure 
above as well as below our denture. 
And since our denture has weight, 
conditions have been satisfied for 
gravity to carry it downward. A 
true artist knows better than to try 
to really play under such condi- 
tions. He knows it cannot be done. 

If the ordinary player confines 
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his work to orchestras of lesser 
rank, he is intelligently solving his 
problem. He can continue to earn 
his living in the most pleasurable 
way he knows. He will thus make 
others happy by keeping himsel/[ 
happy. His common sense will pre- 
vent him from trying to do the im- 
practical or impossible, and _ his 
past experience will have taught 
him how to conceal the minor de- 
ficiencies in his playing. A casual 
ear may not hear the difference. A 
discerning ear will. 


I have prevented loss of teeth for 


many brass instrument players. 
Prevention of a problem is far bet- 
ter than its cure, and is thus its 
true cure. We must know what not 
to do, as well as what to do in these 
cases.

WATER fluoridation is a_ perfect 
example of what a public health 
measure should be: a means of pro- 
viding practical prevention in an 
area of disease in which there is a 
tremendous amount of unmet need, 
despite a high expenditure for 
treatment. Those to whom we en- 
trust the health protection of our 
nation, our state and our city, have 
declared water fluoridation to be 
one of the most important health 
advances of our time. 

Yet, in many communities, the 
recommendations of medical, den- 
tal, and public health authorities, 
have gone unheeded or rejected.

The latest official report indicates 
that fewer than 1500 communities 
with a population of close to 39 
million are protecting their chil- 
dren’s teeth through water fluori- 
dation. Fluoridated water is thus 
being supplied to only about one- 
fourth of the population which 
could benefit from it. 

Fluoridation is so important an 
advance for the promotion of per- 
sonal and public health that you 
probably are shocked that there 
has been any opposition. It is es- 
pecially confusing in view of the 
fact that most of the major en- 
dorsements of fluoridation came in 
1950 and 1951, when the New- 
burgh-Kingston and Grand Rapids- 
Muskegon field trials were just five 
or six years old. Since then, con-

tinuing studies have confirmed the 


earlier conclusion: namely, that 


people drinking water with the rec- 
ommended proportion of fluoride 
will have two-thirds less tooth de- 
cay than people deprived of this 
protection. And beyond that, the 
continuing studies are bringing out 
more and more proof that the ben- 
efits of fluoridation are even great- 
er than first seen. At the last annual 
meeting of the American Public 
Health Association, scientists of 
the National Institute of Dental 
Research reporting on eleven years 
of the Grand Rapids studies, pre- 
sented evidence that the protective 
action of fluoridated water is not 
limited to teeth in process of for- 
mation, but extends to permanent 
teeth existing in the mouth at the 
time the drinking of fluoridated 
water begins. Another study dis- 
proved the rumor that drinking flu- 
oridated water causes periodontal 
problems, and gave some indica- 
tion that periodontal health may 
actually be improved by the proc- 
ess. 

Nevertheless, the process goes 
on. The opponents, unhampered by 
facts, undaunted by proof, oblivi- 
ous to the rules of scientific evi- 
dence and the dictates of fair play, 
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seem to grow even more vocifer- 
ous, if that is possible. Who are 
they? What makes them tick? I 
have given this matter considerable 
thought, and these are my conclu- 
sions. 

I have observed different kinds 
of opposition to water fluoridation. 
There is first the hard core of op- 
position from a large and powerful 
group who negate all science. They 
keep in the background, but exert 
a powerful negative influence on all 
public health advances. There are 
others, consisting of lay people 
who, without real knowledge of the 
facts, take the strongest views in 
opposition. Sometimes these bor- 
der on symptoms of mental illness. 
But they do not do as much dam- 
age, nor are as persuasive, as the 
misinformation advanced by mem- 
bers of the professions who should 
know better. Finally, there is a 
motley crowd, for the most part 
laymen, who, in one way or an- 
other, are out to stop fluoridation 
by whatever means they can do so. 
They have a good deal in common. 
Some edit super-patriotic maga- 
zines and papers in which the fluo- 
ridation issue is only one of many. 
They are characterized by their 
sharp distatste for minority groups 
such as Jews and Catholics. They 
also have in common the charge 
that fluoridation is a part of a great 
conspiracy to poison the American 
people. Fluoridation, according to 
one of them, and I quote, “is a plot 
of the world planners.” 
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I have been mystified as to why 
people, who would be profoundly 
shocked at consciously allying 
themselves with this sort of argu- 
ment and personality, people who 
would not knowingly be caught in 
the same company with those who 
espouse gutter tactics, have joined 
the small, bitter vociferous resist- 
ance against fluoridation. There 
are good respectable citizens, in- 
cluding women, who otherwise be- 
have constructively in civic affairs, 
but who are now helping deny the 
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to children. I do not think that 
most of them are even aware of the 
kind of opposition I have described. 
Fhey do not realize they are actu- 
ally placing their personal, unin- 
formed judgment in direct contra- 
diction to the experience of con- 
scientious experts who have de- 
voted their entire careers to the 
effective improvement of public 
health. They, unfortunately, have 
been impressed by a few deviant 
members of the professions who 
have taken it upon themselves to

DENTISTRY AND PHARMACY A HEALTH TEAM 

THE DENTIST in his daily practice has the opportunity to detect many 
physiologic disturbances and, if they are not too severe, should be able 
to provide the various vitamin and nutritional supplements to correct 
them by prescribing proper and sound medication. By treating each 
patient individually, you have an excellent opportunity to “tailor-make” 
medication that will bring about the proper therapeutic response. 

In addition to correcting abnormal conditions, the dentist has the 
obligation of ensuring that the patient suffer as little discomfort as possi- 
ble. This can be achieved through the proper use of drugs. Prevention 
of infection is another field that demands suitable medication, and with 
the development of antibiotic and chemotherapeutic agents, this task has 
been made easier. 

From some practitioners we hear the statement that the dentist does 
not have to write prescriptions. We question the validity of this statement, 
but you know whether this is true or whether it is made by those who 
are unfamiliar with and are unwilling to learn the part that effective 
drugs can play in providing complete dental service to their patients.—

New Design for Space Maintainer

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The case: maintaining 
space for first and second 
bicuspids. Take impression 
and pour model, 





Wax up space maintainer, 
using 24 gauge pink wax 
for the tooth portion and 
16° gauge round form for 
loop to reach from molar 
to cuspid. 
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Add a second round wax 
form which will maintain 
space for the second bicus- 
pid only—to be used after 
first bicuspid has erupted. 





Cast model in one unit in 
medium-hard inlay gold. 
Polish. Cement in place. 
Upon eruption of first bi- 
cuspid, use separating disc 
to cut away forward loop 
without disturbing casting. 
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By measurement and X-ray 
determine approximately 
how much of this space 
will be required for the 
second bicuspid.

SOMETHING HAS TO GIVE 


LIKE THE weather there is a lot of talk about inflation, but nobody does 
anything about it. Consumer prices rose 3 per cent in 1956. The cost of 
living is still rising. The idea of any kind of price controls is objection- 
able to most people. It is contrary to the principles of a free economy; 
it is anathema to politicians. But there is no sign that prices are being 
held down by voluntary effort. 

Everybody prefers that the other fellow reduce or hold his prices. We 
can all be critical of the other fellow and say that his prices for goods and 
services are too high. For the goods and services that we produce our- 
selves the prices are never too high, and we have a fine array of rational 
reasons to justify ourselves. 

Many people in the service professions (such as dentists) have handled 
more money in the last five years than at any other time in their careers. 
If the gross income from dental practice was the proper criterion of the 
prosperity of the dentist, we could say that at the present time dentists 
are doing well indeed. But the dentist, like everybody else, is caught in 
the jaws of inflation. His taxes are too high, his rent has skyrocketed, 
his costs for producing services have risen greatly. At the end of a year 
his take-home pay may not be as great as it was five years ago when 
his gross income was considerably less. 

The country is full of professional and amateur economic optimists, 


perhaps more than in 1929. These kinds of prophets of business fair

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weather may know that the facts do not justify this optimism, but they 
feel that to tell the unpopular truth might stampede the country into 
depression. That is a miserable kind of hypocrisy, and, unfortunately, 
it is found in high places. 

It is refreshing, therefore, to read a statement made by Robert H. 
Craft, President of the Chase Bank of New York, and published in The 
Journal of Commerce.' Mr. Craft, unlike many other bankers, industrial- 
ists, labor leaders, and government officials, states the case against infla- 
tion with commendable candor: 

“Let us not fall for the common fallacies of inflation. 

“Often it is said that inflation means a rise in profits, in stock prices, 
increased employment, and higher wages. The history of the French and 
German inflations furnish incontrovertible evidence that these are purely 
temporary phenomena; that in the longer run business after business is 
forced to close down because of inability to raise prices and generate 
earnings fast enough to meet the more rapidly rising costs of operation. 

“Inevitably this brings about bankruptcies rather than rising profits, 
lower rather than higher real wages, an unemployment instead of 
increased employment.” 

Up to this time dental practice has not suffered noticeably, because of 
the high employment and high wages in the business economy. When 
the costs of living reach a breaking peak and the average family unit has 
difficulty paying for food, clothing, and shelter, keeping up with install- 
ment payments and high interest rates, meeting the mounting tax bills— 
something has to give. 

If we learned anything from the 1929-35 years we should know that 
the demands for dental services will be among the first to feel the pinch. 
Unfortunately, no one seems to know where the economic breaking-point 


is located. Some people feel that it may be close at hand.

Boston (Massachusetts) Globe: The 
Mothers’ March of the annual Poliomye- 
litis Fund drive was headed in Framing- 
ham this year by Doctor Louis W. 
Soldan, whose dental career was ter- 
minated abruptly six years ago by one 
of the most virulent forms of poliomye- 
litis. Doctor Soldan directed the activi- 
ties from an electric wheel chair, which 
he refers to affectionately as his “elec- 
tric scooter.” 

In the six years since he became para- 
lyzed, Doctor Soldan has solved many of 
his problems. He has been supporting 
himself and his family by selling maga- 
zines and greeting cards.1 He has 
learned to type, handles his own cor- 
respondence, and sees that his clients 
are kept constantly informed when re- 
newals are necessary. He has facts and 
figures on 2500 different magazines, both 
domestic and foreign, and is prepared to 
serve the needs of all his dental col- 
leagues as well as their friends. 

Although Doctor Soldan no longer 
practices dentistry, he keeps up on the 
latest dental techniques.

MENTAL ADJUSTMENT TO PHYSICAL CHANGES WITH AGING 


THERE is a series of physical conditions which indirectly affect the 
intellectual function of the individual and his emotional reactions. All 
of the special senses become less keen. Eyesight is definitely affected: 
the individual begins in his 40’s to lose the ability to accommodate to 
near objects and requires bifocals for reading. There is commonly a 
decrease, extremely variable in amount, in hearing. Thus the individual 
sees and hears less of what is going on about him. He usually recognizes 
this fact. He may attempt to compensate for it, or he may withdraw 
in a somewhat depressed and embittered fashion. In either case, a 
personality change occurs, which is the secondary result of these changes 
in sight and hearing. Occasionally, a person will not wear glasses 
because he feels that it makes him look old, or he may refuse to wear 
a hearing device. Another important change is loss of teeth. Unless 
this is compensated for by excellent dentures, a number of changes may 
occur. He may live on a soft poorly balanced diet, which may lead to 
serious protein, mineral, and vitamin deficiencies. This will decrease 
his energy and interest, cause easy fatigability, and may produce severe 
emotional reactions because of the feeling of inadequacy. Karu M.

Protruding Teeth 

Q.—Will you inform me what type of 
orthodontic appliances to use and how 
long to use them in the following case. 
The patient is a girl, 14 years of age. 

Class I bi-maxillary protrusion. All 
her teeth are super normal in size. The 
upper arch is narrow; upper teeth in 
extreme protusion, plus inclination. The 
lower arch is narrow, with anterior teeth 
protuding beyond alveolar ridge. 

Would you use this plan of treatment? 
The expansion of both arches, extrac- 
tion of all first bicuspids and retraction 
of upper and lower anterior teeth, along 
the lines of Doctor Tweed’s techniques. 
—F, C. C., North Carolina. 

A.—When we have an orthodon- 
tic problem, we refer the case to 
a competent orthodontist, and he 
in turn decides on a line of treat- 
ment after having made a diag- 
nosis. Such a diagnosis is based 
on a complete intraoral set of 
roentgenograms, study casts, full 
face and profile photographs, and 
a lateral x-ray picture of the whole 
head. The patient’s general health 
and habits are also considered be- 
fore the plan of treatment is out- 
lined. 

Considering the foregoing you 
can see how inadvisable it would 
be for us to attempt to help you on 
the treatment of your case.—G. R. 
WARNER. 


Vincent's Infection 

Q.—Will you recommend a treatment 
for “Trench Mouth”? The patient has 
had trouble for two years, but sometimes 
his mouth will clear up for a period of 
six months.—O. R. N., North Dakota 

A.—What is popularly called 
“Trench Mouth” is really Vincent's 
infection. However, the present 
designation of the condition is 
necrotic gingivitis, a type of perio- 
dontal disease. The condition may 
be acute, subacute, or chronic. Ap- 
parently your case is now chronic, 
commonly called pyorrhea, but 
properly called periodontal disease. 

The treatment is that of perio- 
dontal disease; thorough subgingi. 
val curettage, polishing the sub- 
gingival necks of the teeth, and 
meticulous care on the part of the 
patient. 

If the alveolar resorption is so 
deep that there are deep gingival 
crevices, the gingivae should be 
reduced surgically or by packs to 
fairly shallow crevices. 

The general health should be 
considered in these cases, and es- 
pecially the matter of avitaminosis.

(.—I have a patient about the age of 
fifty, who has a peculiar maxillary bone 
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condition. On the upper ridge his bone 
structure is completely resorbed. From 
cuspid to cuspid his gingivae are flabby. 
Posteriorly on both sides the ridges are 
normal. The palate is not hard. 

He asked me to construct new den- 
tures because his present dentures do 
not fit. There is no suction whatsoever 
with these dentures. 

Previous dentists suggested that he 
should have surgery performed on his 
gingivae, but he has not agreed to this. 
He had four sets of dentures construct- 
ed, and he was not satisfied with any 
of them, I wonder if there is a way to 
construct the dentures without surgery, 
since the teeth tip in the front every 
time he bites. For this reason I blame 
the flabby gingivae. If we extend a 
little higher and try to rim against his 
maxilla bone, possibly that would be 
the solution without surgery. 

I have not had any experience with a 
case of this type before. Any advice will 
be appreciated.—G. I. B., Ohio. 

A.—The primary cause of a con- 
dition such as this developing is 
the loss and non-replacement of 
the lower posterior teeth and re- 
tention of the lower anteriors, 
which throws the stress of mastica- 
tion on the upper anterior teeth, 
and consequently the anterior por- 
tion of the upper ridge, causing 
this localized excess resorption of 
the supporting bone. 

You should not consider trying 
to fit this mouth without the lower 
posterior teeth carrying most of 
the stress of mastication. 

If you can make an impression 
of this upper jaw without any dis- 
placement of this flabby tissue, it 
is probably just as well not to re- 
move it surgically. A good way to 
do this is to make the impression 
in a special tray that is entirely 
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cut away over this pendulous soft 
tissue; and with the impression 
seated against the posterior ridges, 
palate, and labial flange, puddle 
soft plaster or whatever impression 
material you are using over this 
soft tissue without pressure of any 
kind. In setting up the teeth make 
sure that the posteriors carry the 
stress—V. C. SMEDLEY. 


Chronic Necrotic Gingivitas 

Q.—I have been treating a case of 
“trench mouth” for a year and cannot 
curb it completely. Will you please ad- 
vise me what to do?—C.C.C., Illinois 

A.:—Your case of “trench mouth” 
of a year’s standing is doubtless 
now chronic necrotic gingivitis, 
really a periodontal disease, and 
should be treated as such. 

If the gingival crevices are deep 
they should be reduced surgically 
or by packs followed by thorough 
subgingival curettage. In other 
words, a_ thorough periodontal 
treatment should be given, and the 
patient should be instructed in 
meticulous home care. If you have 
full cooperation of the patient, and 
the alveolar resorption is not too 
deep for successful periodontal 
treatment, the condition will clear 
up.—G. R. WARNER 


Loose Inlay 

Q.—I am having trouble keeping a 
large distal inlay in an upper left sec- 
ond molar. The tooth had a large amal- 
gam restoration in it, and due to recur- 
rent caries the restoration was lost. The 
new preparation does not seem sufficient 
to support the inlay for any length of 
time, due to the condition of the tooth. 

The patient admits he grits his teeth 
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during the night, and he is tense during 
dental operations. Thank you for your 
consideration of this case.—B.J.B., Ohio. 

A.—I am a great believer in pin 
and groove anchorage for gold in- 
lays. Of course, I can not know 
what the shape of the cavity or the 
remaining tooth may be, but it 
would seem that you could reshape 
your cavity preparation to provide 
a flat retentive base with a step and 
pin or groove formation to provide 
additional anchorage for a new in- 
lay casting.—V. C. SMEDLEY 


Saliva Above Upper Denture 

Q.—Recently I constructed dentures 
for a woman 60 years of age who has 
worn dentures for about twenty years. 
They are satisfactory in every way, with 
the exception that she complains of sali- 
va collecting under the upper denture, 
causing the suction to be lost. 

For esthetic reasons I made the buc- 
cal flanges thick, in fact, about three- 
fourths of a centimeter. I have a theory 
that the over-extension has covered the 
orifice of the duct of the parotid gland, 
causing the saliva to flow under the den- 
ture. However, if I diminish the buccal 
thickness I destroy esthetics. Does my 
theory sound reasonable, and could you 
offer a solution?—E.B.R., [linois 

A.—I should think you could 
locate exactly the orifice of Sten- 
sen’s duct. If it is in a position to 
discharge above the thickened 
border of the denture, could you 
not provide a narrow channel to 
divert the saliva from above the 
denture without losing the plump- 
ing effect that you have provided 
in the construction of the denture?

Extrusion of Lower Denture 
Q.—Patients wearing full upper and 
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lower dentures usually develop extrusion 
of the lower denture after a year or 
more. Could you please give me the 
reasons for this?—F.J.A., Pennsylvania. 


A.—As settling of the dentures 
and shrinkage of the ridges occurs. 
the hinge action of the mandibular 
joint thrusts the chin forward as it 
moves upward.—V. C. SMEDLEY 


Removing Gum from Dentures 

Q.—What is the best method for re- 
moving chewing gum that sticks to the 
acrylic and porcelain teeth of dentures? 
—B.V., Maryland. 

A.—Probably the safest way to 
remove gum from acrylic, especial- 
ly the teeth which may be grazed 
by solvents such as carbontetra- 
chloride, is to chill the denture in 
cold water and push or flake the 
gum off with a wood or bone stick. 
or spatula. The best way to avoid 
this predicament, of course, is not 
to chew the gum. I have been told, 
however, that soaking dentures in 
vinegar for a few hours will condi- 
tion them so that gum will not stick 
to them. Patients sometimes tell me 
that certain brands of gum do not 
stick to their dentures. — V. C. 
SMEDLEY 


Fractured Incisors 

The experience with one case 
may not appear to be sufficient 
proof, yet I feel that the assump- 
tion, in cases below the age of 10, 
that fractured incisors with incom- 
plete root formation are hopeless 
is a mistaken one. The accepted 
theory is that we are left no choice 
in such cases; that the removal of 
such teeth is not only indicated, 
but is mandatory in good practice. 
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And, thinking particularly of man- 
dibular cases, that the patient has 
to accept the resultant disfigure- 
ment by the sunken bone structure 
in the region of the tooth lost. 

The temptation is great to sim- 
plify the problem by removing the 
fractured tooth and replacing it by 
a partial denture. Incidentally, to 
put it roughly, cluttering up the 
mouth. Early in life, especially be- 
yond the age of 10, in fractures 
of the coronal part of superior in- 
cisors and cuspids involving the 
pulp, the removal of such teeth 
should be the last resort, not the 
first. 

In the case under discussion the 
left central incisor was fractured 
exposing the horns of the pulp; 
as were, also, the incisal angles of 
the adjoining incisors. Rather 
quickly, following the accident, the 
lad of 8 ran a high temperature 
and showed marked malaise. On 
the third or fourth day, a pro- 
nounced flow of blood and pus 
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ensued on the opening of the pulp 
chamber; following which, though 
the pronounced symptoms indi- 
cated the prompt removal of the 
tooth as good practice, recovery 
was rapid on just palliative treat- 
ment. 

The pulpal walls were carefully 
scraped, swabbed with beechwood 
creosote, and a cone of lead which 
had been shaped to the diameter 
of the canal and coated with Neo- 
Balsam paste was inserted. This 
happened some thirty years ago, 
before the advent of antibiotics or 
calcium hydroxide, yet the last 
roentgenogram taken when the pa- 
tient was 17 years of age showed 
a surprising state of normality. 
There is no reason to believe that 
the tooth would not have served a 
lifetime with the others. I regret 
to tell you the young man lost his 
life in World War II at about 
twenty-one years of age——J. W. 
Peroutky, DDS, Merrill, Wiscon-

“The evaluation of the available scientific data, both theoretic and 
clinical, fails to reveal any harm to any population consuming water 
fluoridated at the one part per million level. These scientific data are 
so broad and extensive in scope as to establish the safety of the procedure 
beyond a reasonable doubt. There is no known measure of health pro- 
tection which has been subjected to as much investigation prior to 
adoption as has water fluoridation. It is the conclusion of the scientists 
that the delay in water fluoridation on the part of a community as a 
result of fear of harm to the population is completely and utterly un- 
justified, and that the fluoridation of public water supplies is a safe 
public health measure whose benefits should be made available to as 
many people as possible and as soon as possible. 


“It is rare and probably unique in the history of medical science 
for a health measure to have had the degree and duration of study that 
has been devoted to fluoridation of water. Perhaps it is not clear to the 
general public that the effects of fluoridation at the recommended concen- 
tration of one part per million are identical in the instance of natural 
fluoridation and when the amount of fluoride is controlled artificially. 
Thus the health experience of populations which have consumed naturally 
fluoridated water for a long period is confirmed by the carefully studied 
health experience of populations in communities with artificially fluori- 
dated water. In both instances, there is no increase in diabetes, heart 
disease, kidney damage, eczema, thyroid disturbance, cancer, or any 
of the other conditions which, according to some claims, might result 


from interference with enzyme systems.”

Children’s Teeth, Inc., New York, of which Benjamin Spock, MD, pedia- 
trician and author, is chairman. 
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UNSAFE: 
ANOTHER group of 292 physicians and dentists stated: 


1. Positive proofs of the safety of fluoridation are required. None has 


been offered. 


2. The so-called therapeutic concentration of fluoride, artibtarily estab- 
lished at one part per million, in drinking water, is in the toxic range. 


3. Dental fluorosis, the first obvious symptom of chronic fluoride toxicity 
in children is an inevitable result of fluoridation. The evidence reveals 
that large numbers of the population may be afflicted, and with varying 
degrees of damage. 


4. The determination of whether damage resulting from dental fluorosis 
is “objectionable” is a matter for the person whose teeth are affected, 
and not for the arbitrary assertion of public officials. 


5. The conceivable role of fluoride as an insidious factor in chronic 
disease has been evaded by the proponents. A substantial amount of 
evidence indicates such a possibility. Properly planned long-term studies 
are required to determine the possible comprehensive association of 
fluoride with chronic disease. 


6. Fluoridation imposes an extraordinary risk on certain individuals 
who by reasons of occupation, environmental circumstances, state of 
health, and dietary habits, are already exposed to a relatively high 
intake of fluoride. 


7. Fluoridation is compulsory mass medication without precedent. Mass 
therapy cannot ignore the possibility of “mass” side reactions. 


8. The function of a public water supply is to provide pure, safe water 
for everybody, not to serve as a vehicle for drugs. 


9, The role and efficiency of fluoride in dental caries reduction is a 
matter of active controversy; whatever the outcome, there are less 
hazardous and more efficient ways of obtaining such benefits as fluoride 
may offer than by putting it into the public water supply.
